H.R. 2075, to adjust the eastern boundary of the
Deschutes Canyon-Steelhead Falls Wilderness Study
Area in the State of Oregon to facilitate fire preven-
tion and response activities in order to protect adja-
cent private property, and for other purposes, with
amendments (H. Rept.
